» CHg Engineer Smith is making heroic 
efforts to grapple with th* dust nuis¬ 
ance in Victoria. Experiments are now 
being made with calcium chloride, and 
lotar nil will he tried. It I* hoped that 
ths problem will be solved this season 
and that, commencing next summer, 
there will no longer be cau*»- for com¬ 
plaint about the dust In the capital city 
of the province. 

Seen this morning Mr. Smith mid 
that corporation workmen are now 
treating Esquimau road from the Point 
Ellis bridge to the city limits with 
calcium chloride. This section I* shout 
ROB \ard* In length. Two applications 
are made, this utilising some 000 gal¬ 
lons of the fluid 

Other streets which will l>e treated 
as soon as Esquimau road lias lieen 
dealt with are Cook street, from Fort 
•outh to Richardson, snd F<*rt from 
Oak nay avenue. 

The cost of tr»atlng the roadways 
with calcium chloride la alxuit one cent 
per yard, or In the neighborhood of 
til# per mile. The chloride, which 
much resembles salt In appearance, is 
placed In a quantity of water and dis- 
s ol ved a nd Vtie fhrtd hr-sprinkled from 
a cart with a tank at the rear. 

The city engineer haa recommended 
-4»»-the council that experiment* with 
oil be made on a half-mile of roadway 
In some part of the city. He haa ob¬ 
tained several samples of oil but la not 
altogether satisfied with them and will 
obtain other*. * 

Mr. Smith Is optimistic as to the re¬ 
sults which will lie obtained from the 
use of calcium chloride. Some two 
year* ago the property owners on 
K x-kland avenue, at their own expens* 
treated a portion of that thoroughfare 
with the chloride, and as far na the en¬ 
gineer can learn the experiment proved 
highly successful. 

The city has now on hand eight ton* 
of the chemical. To treat the streets 
mentioned will exhaust this supply, 
hut should the present experiments 
prove successful a larger quantity will 
be ordered, so that a general plan of 
treating all the streets oT the city may 
l»e taken In hand early next year. 


Columbus. Ohio, July-29.—Three regi¬ 
ments of the Ohio national guard ar* I 
doing strike duty in Columbus lo-^Sgjr.
